“Past Passenger. and | Remarkable. Finds 
Mail Service In Britain 


A day in Inte August saw the |: ; 
official’ inauguration of Great By A Correspondent 
Britain’s first network of air mail 
services between London and the 
provinces. 


High upon a hill overlooking 
Salisbury’s tapering spire, I was 
privileged to see some of the most 
interesting excavations ‘made -in 
Great Britain for a considerable 
time—those at Clarendon Palace. 

I glanced at tho remains of ono 
of tho greatest royal palaces of 
our land, whose foundations arc 
thought fo cover about six acres. 

This corner of England was once 
the centro of our government. 
Four hundred years ago tho palace 
went to sleep. The roots of ash 
trees mingled with the crumbling 
stones. Clarendon was forgotton. 

Many of the trees have now been 
cleared nway, and the excavators, 
under the leadership of Dr. Tan- 
cred Gorenius, Professor of the 
History of Art, University College, 
have Jaid bare the foundations and 
parts of the walls of the great 
hall, of two Wast kitchens, and 
many state apartments. * 

The palace, which is on-private 
land, belonging to Mrs. 3. R. 
Chriatie-Miller, was a frequent 
residence of English kings, and 
was visited by Queen Elizabeth.

LEAGUE COVENANT 
REFORM 


Russia's endorsement of the 
idea of preserving peace by a 
system of guarantees, made 
plain by M. Litvinoff’s speech at 
Geneva, is timely. It ig also 
welcome because it becomes in- 
creasingly clear as time goes.on 
‘that, the European situation: is 
far more likely to be composed 
by this method than by resort 
to n system of military alliances, 
which in themselves contain the 
germs of future war, M. Lit 
vinoff is anxlous that the long 
overdue task of revising the 
Covenant of the Lengue should 
be undertaken. The existing 
provisions of the Covenant, 
whilst excellent’ in many _ res- 


| pecti, certainly ‘need ~ overhaul- 


ing; they are far too cumber- 
some and involved to ‘be of 
much practical value. The need 
for simplification is urgent. In 
particular, M. Litvinoff desires 
that Article XII. and Article XV 
should undergo revision, The 
first of these Articles deals with 
disputes submitted~ to arbitra- 
‘tion. It lays down that in the 
event of a dispute arising which 
is likely to lead to a rupture, the 
members of the League agree to 
submit the matter either to 
arbitration or to judicial settle 
ment, or to enquiry by the 
League Council. They further 
undertake’ not to resort to war 
until three months’ after the 
award for the report of. the 
Council, which report must be 
made within six months after 
the submission of the dispute to 
enquiry. By Article XV, which’ 
deals with disputes not sub- 
mitted to arbitration, League 
members agree to submit. the 
issues to the League Council, 
which will endeavour to effect a 
settlement, In the event of a 
settlement not’ being reached, 
the Council is required to Issue 
a report containing a statement 
of the facts of the dispute .and 
such recommendations as are 
deemed just and proper. Should 
the report of.the Council be un- 
animous, not “counting the 
votes of parties to the dispute, 
League members agree that they 
will not go to war with any party 
to the dispute which complies 
with the recommendations of the 
Council.

TEST MATCH TRADITION. NOT SAME 
"RS VILLAGE CRICKET |

Mr. A. A. Milne, the well known author and play- 
wright has now entered the lists regarding the cricket 
controversy and its repercussions which has kept Eng- 
land and the rest of the world in a fever licat this ‘sum: 
mer. Ina letter to the-Times, Mr. Milne puts forward 


some considerations for 


the authorities as to ‘what 


cricket really is to-day and how it should be regarded - 
and controlled. His letter follows. 


Sir,—You ask in your lending 
article‘for an authoritative pro- 
nouncement us to what is cricket 
and what {fs not. Doubtless thin 
will come, .Meanwhile, may 1 be 
allowed a short unauthoritativo 
consideration of the matter? 


1. Cricket menis different things 
to different people. It can be a 
religion, an art, 2 game, a business, 
ornawar, Many old cricketers who 
condemn fast leg-thcory are really 
condemning’ it because it spoils 
cricket ng an art, not because it 
spolls cricket a8 a game or 45 an 
internatfonal contest, In juat the 
anme spirit. they condemn “pad- 
play” and the “tivo-eyed stance” as 
“abominations” Which are © “ruin- 
ing cricket.” But nobody has 
augeated that the two-cyed stance 
{s unsporting, or that the greatest 
exponent of pad-play should be for- 
bidden to represent his country, 
Before, then, an authoritative pro- 
nouncement {s made aguinst fast 
leg-theory, the authorities must be 
quite clear in their minds whether 
their object is to make cricket less 
dangerous (or more gentlemanly) ; 
to increnso the excitement of Test 
Matches; or simply to’ encourage 
the off-drive. : 

2. In the old days, when every 
yood cricketer could cut, when the 
hook and the pull were “not eric- 
ket,” and before the leg-giance had 
been invented, it was both possible 
and necessary fora fast bowler to 
pack the off-side field and leave the 
leg-side bare. The modern fast 
bowler, who had to have three men 
on the leg-side, even when bowling 
off-theory,, was therefore at a dis- 
advantage. It Is entirely natural 
that he should adapt himself to 
modern conditions 
everybody is able to play an off-ball 
to leg) by bowling to a complete 
leg-fleld; and lJenving batsmanship 
to discover how to play a leg-ball 
to the off. It is eusy to sec that 
this sort of bowling may be dan- 
gerous; may make. cricket more 
dull-or-less- beautiful ;---but--it---is 
difleult to make any sort of case 
against it.as unsporting or out of 
keeping with modern developments 
of cricket. ' , 

3. It is impossible to legislate 
against fast leg-theory. o law 


.}can make the apparently necessary 


distinction between Clark and 
Voce as cricketers, sportsmen, and 
gentlemen; no law can,discriminate 
between Hirst bowling naturally to 
n ley-side fleld and Bowes bowling 
deliberately to one, without giving 
an unfair advantage to left-handed 
cricket;:no law can define the exact 
point at which an Armstrong he- 
comes a Larwood. What. the 
authorities can do js to express, an 
authoritative opinion that fast leg- 
theory is “not in accordance with 
the spirit of the game,” leaving it

to sportsmen and gentlemen to de- 
elde When slow leg-theory becomes 
‘fast ley-thoory, and when fast leg- 
theory ceases to be super-excellent,

4, But’ such an guthoritatite 
opinion will raise anothor awkward 
question, Are Test Matches play- 
ed “In accordance with the spirit 
of the game,” or are they also 
“abominations” which are “ruining 
cricket”? Whatever answer is 
mnde to the second part of the 
question, the answer to. the first 
part is’ an) emphatic “No.” When 
we speak of this or.that “not being 
cricket,” we: are thinking. the 
traditional, easy-going, good sports~ 
manship of countryhouse and 
yillage matches. Test, Matches aro 
not played In this spirit. They are 
played strictly according to the 
Ietter of the Jaw; and an authorita- 
tive pronouncement that this is a 
good thing for cricket as long as 
super-fast, right-handed bowlers 
don't do it too, seems to be all that 
js left for the authorities ‘to pro- 
nounce, Yours, &¢.,:

Conflict in Evidence. - 

The summons against Morgan war 
dismissed after evidence, Mir. Hamil- 
ton remarking there was a conflict 
In. the testimony. Both: sides could 
not be spenking the truth.

LEAGUE COVENANT 
REFORM 


Russia’s endorsement of the 
iden of preserving peace by a 
system of guarantees, made 
plain by'M. Litvinoff’s speech at 
Geneva, is timely. It is also 
welcome because it becomes in- 
creasingly clear as time goes on 
that the European situation is 
far more likely to be composed 
by this method than by resort 
to a system of military alliances, 
which in themselves contain the 
germs of future war. M. Lit 
vinoff jg anxious that the long 
overdue task of revising the 
Covenant of the League: should 
be, undertaken. The existing 
provisions of the, Covenant, 
whilst excellent in many. res- 
pects; certainly need overhaul- 
ing;-they.are far. of cumber- 
some und involved to be of 
much practical value. The need 
for-simplification ia urgent. In 
particular, M. Litvinoff desires 
that Article XII and Article XV 
should undergo revision. The 
first of these Articles deals with 
disputes submitted to arbitra- 
tion. It lays down that in the 
event of a dispute arising which 
is likely to lead to a rupture, the 
members of the League agree to 
submit the. matter cither to 
arbitration or to judicial settle- 
ment, or to enquiry by the 
League’ Council. They further 
undertake not to resort to war 
until three months after ‘the 
award for the: report of the 
Council, which report must be 
made within six months after 
the submission of the dispute to 
enquiry. By Article XV, which 
deals with disputes not sub- 
mitted. to arbitration, League 
members agree to submit ‘the 
issues to. the League Council, 
which will endeavour to effect 
settlement. In the event of a 
settlement not being reached, 
the Council is required to issue 
2 report containing a statement. 
of the facts of the dispute and 
such recommendations as are 
deemed just and proper. Should 
the report of the Council be un- 
animous, not -counting the 
votes of parties to the dispute, 
League members agree that they 
will not go to war with any party. 
to the dispute’ which complies 
with the recommendations of the 
Council. It is of interest to 
note that the “Sanctions” pro- 
visions of the League are only 
applicable to members who re- 
sort to war in disregard of their 
obligations under the two Arti- 
cles mentioned. The case for 
simplification of the Covenant is, 
as we have indicated; well 
grounded. But whilst this.is so, 
the point cannot be overlooked. 
thot. thero is no lack — of. 
machinery in its provisions for 
dealing with nations - guilty. of: 
Aggressive condiot. The ‘chief 
trouble is that these powers are 
not utilised..

Sir,—You ask in your lending 
article for an authoritative pro- 
nouncement as to what {8 cricket 
and what ts not. Doubtless this 
will come. Meanwhile, may 1. be 
allowed n short unauthoritative 
consideration of the matter? 


1. Cricket means different things 
to different people. It can be & 
religion, an art, a game, o business, 
ornwar. Many old cricketers who 
condemn fast lex-theory, are really 
condemning {it because it spoils 
cricket as an aft, not because. it 
spoils cricket as a game or as an 
international contest. In just the 
same spirit they condemn “ond- 
play” and the “tyo-cyed astance’’ as 
“abominations” which are “ruin- 
ing cricket.” But, nobody has 
xuregested that the two-cyed stance 
ia unsporting, or that the greatest 
exponent of pad-play should be for- 
bidden to represent hia country. 
Before, then, an authoritative pro- 
nouncement is made agninst fast 
leg-theory, the authorities must be 
quite clear in their minds whether 


N. their object is to make cricket less 
dangerous (or more gentlemanly) ; |. 


to increase the excitement of Test 
Matchen; or simply to cneourage 
the off-drive, : 
2. In the old days, when avery 
seood cricketer could cut, when the 
hook and: the pull were “not cric- 
‘ket.” and before the leg-elance had 
been invented, it was both possible 
and necessary for a fast bowler to 
pack the off-side: field and leave the 
leg-side bare. The modern fast 
bowler, who had to have three men 
on the leg-side, even when bowling 
off-theory, Was therefore at a dis- 
ndvantage. It, is entirely natural 
that he should adapt himself to 
modern conditions (under which 
everybody {s able to play an off-ball 
to'leg) by bowling, te a complete 
leg-field, and leaving batsmanship 


C:}to discover how to play a leg-bull 


to the off. It ig easy to see that 
this sort of bowling may be dan- 
xerous; may make cricket more 
dull-or-less beautiful; _. but._it_ia 
dificult: to make any sort of case 
agninst it a8 unsporting or out of 
keeping. with modern developments 
of cricket. 

3. It is Impossible to legislate 
against fast leg-theory. No law 
enn make the apparently necessary 
distinction between Clark and 
Voce na cricketers, sportsmen, and 
gentlemen; no Jaw can discriminate 
between Hirst bowling naturally to 
a leg-side field and Bowes bowling 
deliberately to one, without giving 
an unfair advantage to loft-handed 
cricket; no law can define the exact 
point at which an Armstrong be- 
comes 8 Larwood. What the 
authoritics can do js to express an 
nuthoritative opinion that fast Ieg- 
thedry is “not in accordance with 
the spirit of the game,” leaving it

4. But such an authoritative 
opinion will raise another awkward 
question, Are Test Matches play- 
ed “fn accordance with the spirit, 
of the game,” or are they also 
“abominations” which are “ruining 
cricket”? Whatevor answer 
made to the second part of tho 
question, the answer to_ the firat 
part is .an emphatic “No.” When 
we spenk of this or that “not being 
cricket,” we are thinking the | 
traditional, easy-going, good sports- 
manship of countryhouse . and 
villuge matches. Tost, Matches are 
not played in this apirit. They ato 
played strictly according to tho, 
letter of the law; and an authorita- 
tive pronouncement that this fs a 
good thing for erickot as long as 
super-fast, right-handed bowlers 
don’t do it too, seems to be all that 
fs left for the authorities to pro-
